Lord Brougham’s rebuke of the insane and vulgar 
American prejudice against color, administered to Mr 
DaUas in a playful aUusion to the presence of a negro in 
the Statistical Congress (see first page), has excited the 
tee of the slaveholders and their tools, and been con 
demned as discourteous and insulting by those who hold 
the mere conventionaUties of fashionable or diplomatic 
society above the interests of humanity and truth. The 
spontaneous cheers which greeted the allusion, however 
showed clearly enough the feeUnga of the representa¬ 
tives of civilized nations in regard to the prejudice in 
question, and the lesson thus conveyed wiU not be lost 
in the quarters where it is most needed. As we under¬ 
stand the matter, it was not an apedogy, but only an 
explanaHon. that Lord Brougham subsequenUy made to 
defeat the purpose of those who absurdly accused him 
of offering an insult to the United States through their 
Minister. 

We observe with pleasure that the colored people of 
Halifax participated with the whites on equal terms in 
the ceremonies by which the people of that city wel¬ 
comed the arrival of the Prince of Wales. The heir to 
the British throne, as he stood uncovered before the 
throng of children who greeted him in the familiar 
strains of the National Anthem, did not appear to 
be offended, nor even surprised, at seeing “a consider- 
nble sprinkling " of colored faces. The words of wel¬ 
come, probably, were not the less grateful to his ear 
that the voices of negro children blended m the strain 
through which they found expression. In the proces¬ 
sion was the -African Society," carrying banners on 
which were inscripBons like thia :

help saying that It sounds strange and somewhat ridicu¬ 
lous to ua to be told that the classes of criminab above 
aUnded to are accustomed to go to Mr. Emerson for 
countenance and support. SUveholders and sUve- 
traders surely do not regard him as their champion; and 
w% venture to say that, for every one of his disciples 
who is an apologist for the “ sum of sU vUlanka." we 
can easUy find a hundred orthodox ministers that are so. 
ff the clergy of the land, during the last twenty-five 
years, had been as faithful in opposing slavciy ss Mr. 
Emerson has been, we might now be epjoying a univer¬ 
sal jubUce. We do not say that Mr. Emerson is an Abo¬ 
litionist because be is a Pantheist, for we do not pretend 
to understand the word ; nor do we affirm that orthodox 
clergymen are pro-slavery on account of their ortiio- 
doxy; we only insist that, in view of the wide defection 
of the clergy from the high moral sUndard of Cffiris- 
tianity. and of the general acccptencc of that standard 
by those whom they pronounce heretics, it becomes 
orthodox men to be a little modest in judging those not 
of their own faith. 

A Faithful Mishioxart — A friend at Syracuse, 
writing under date Aug. 4th, says: 

“ We have just had here a meeting of the New York 
State Teachers' Association, in which our friend Susan 
B. Anthony has done good service. The pro-slavery 
spirit was rank, much more so than I had conceived 
possible among the teachers of this State, and their 
treatment of Miss Anthony, and, through her, of the 
claims of truth and justice, was rude and boorish 
enough. She testifies, however, that they have never 
before mi so near an approach to decency. She is a 
faithful, self-denying missionary, and I honor her for 1 
standing there.plthough it U an amazement to me that 
she can have the pluck to do it. Oh, how God and 
humanity are flouted, and truth and decency even tram¬ 
pled under foot, in every department of our American 
society 1 Teachers, that need to be tought the first letter 
in the alphabet of civilization; tliat show themselves 
the creatures of prejudice, pasaion and brutality ; that 
would disgrace a savage and shame a devil; that, read¬ 
ing the world, have not yet seen human nature ; that, 
with all their nice generalizations in science, resolving 
complex into simple and manifold into unitary, have 
not yet arrived at the intuitive fact of the unity of the 
human race ; that, gathering all the flowers that bloom 
in field or forest, have never yet recognized, with dis- 
paasionate, appreciative eye, the flowers that bloom in 
the human soul! For a good deal of the hunkorlsm 
and hate exhibited here this week, I understand we are 
indebted to your immaculate .city and its environs. 
Pegy heal its diseases as fast as you can." 

A Hard Hit. —The Boston correspondent of The 
Springfield Republican speaks of the letter of Hon. Chas. 
Francis Adams, read at the Abington Celebration, 
and which will be found in another column, as “ the 
neatest reply to such ‘ stoopids ’ as the editor of The 
Reuj York M^orid (who holds that emancipation in 
Jamaica is a failure because the product of sugar has 
fallen off) that be has ever read." After quoting a 
passage from the letter, be adds : 

“ L^oess, which is a sign of civiUzation in the planter, 
is an Indication of barbarism and wortbiessness in the 
laborer! The whole argument is the oflspring of the 
idea which ia at the bottom of slavery, viz.: that one 
man exists for the profit and convenience of another, 
in the good time coming we shall all be lazy ; that ia. 
labor will be equalized, and pleasure and recreation 
equalized also. The man who writes an illogical leader 
in The New York World, and gets ten dollars for it, and 
loafs three-quarters of the day, thinks the free negro of 
Jamaica, who lolls in the shade and luzuriates upon 
yams and mangoes, is lapsing into barbarism, because 
he don't work any more than is necessary. At any 
rate, the n^ro has this advantage over The World 
writer: he, at leut, does not abuse pen, ink and paper 
in attempts to mislead public opinion." 

DICKINSON COLLEGE-iOt. COFFEYS ORATION. 

IS Uu MdUsT e/ TIu .VolteuI Amii-SUmrt aimmlmrs. 

Sib : In your issue for July 2Sth, you have a notice 
of the address of George A. Coffey, &q., of Philadelpbia, 
before the Alumni of Dickinson CoU^e, in which you 
seem to have been misinformed on several points. As 
a journalist, and especially as the editor of The 
STA.VDABO, 1 know you would not willingly do iqjustice 
anywhere, nor give your readers wrong views of facts 
or opinions. I take it for granted, therefore, you will 
gladly admit the corrections^! offer you. 

Y'ou say, " Dickinson College is quite a pro.elavery 
institution." This, certainly, would be news in Carlisle. 
South of the line they charge quite the opposite. The 
average tone of sentiment there has, in fact, little sym¬ 
pathy with either extreme ; but, to my personal know¬ 
ledge, every variety of opinion is freely set forth by the 
students in their essays and discussions and selected 
declamations. The law that prevails is, the largest 
personal liberty— “ Search all things, hold fast that 
which is good." 

You say in the next sentence : “ Most of its Presidents 
and Professors are from the South." AH opposite is 
the fact Of the pr^nt Faculty, only one man is from 
Viiginia. The rest are from Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and New York. 

You say that, during the speech, “ Some of his minis¬ 
terial auditors put on their hats and left the house." 
Some four or five of the auditors—his brother Alumni, 
whom he was specially addressing, none of them min¬ 
isters, I think—“ left the house," and it is supposable 
they afterward •• put on their hats.’’ Before the audi¬ 
ence they acted as became gentlemen. The breeze you 
supposed to have been raised was mostly in the Phil., 
delphia papers when the speech was published. It 
called very Uttle remark in Carlisle beyond the expres¬ 
sion that it was iE-timed, or in bad taste. 

The following paragraph from a report of the pro¬ 
ceedings of Commencement week, as published ia The 

Christian AdvocaU and Journal oi New York, gives a 
fair representation of the feeling at Carlisle. 

“ In the evening followed “ration ^fore the ^ 
dated Alumni, by George A. Coffey, Bsq., ^^adel- 
phia. Mr. Coffey is a man of 

ledged reputation and power as a pubfic speaker, and a 


devoted party pafrioL His subject, ‘The Relation 
between the Despotism of Public Opinion and Individual 
Liberty,’ led of necessity into the purlieus of party 
politics—delicate if not improper ground to tread on 
occasion of these literary fe.stivals. A man like Wen- 
deU PhiUips, who has put himself out of the pale of aU 
parties, may crucify all politics without giving offence, 
or at least wiU only offend aU eqnaUy. But with a 
declared and zealous partisan it is otherwise When he 
bears hard on his own party, his admirers take it as all 
right, thinking he is thereby gaining a vantage "round 
from which to come down with a deadlier swoo^on the 
adversary; and when he bears equally hard on the 
other party, they take it as quite one-sided. The 
account, however, was well squared off in the reunion 
of the .'Vlnmni. which followed after the oration, in 
which whatever was felt to be objectionable in 3fr. 
Coffey's speech was fully answered from the other side, 
and no man. I believe, listened to these rejoinders with 
more complacency than the orator himself, who claims 
for all. as against aU despotisms, the largest Uberty of 
thought and speech everywhere." Alcmxcs. 

[Our remarks in relatirai to Dickinaon CoUege were 
predicated, not upon our own personal knowledge, but 
upon information received from one who certainly 
meant to give us flie exact truth-no more, no less. 
“Alumnus " having communicated his name as a guar¬ 
antee of his responsibility, we cheerfully give place to 
his statement.— Ed.

LETTERS FROM HARRIET MARTINEAU XXXVt 
Jn.T 1«. 1860. 

n the KiOer mf 1%, .VoKmal SuH lOamrl Ebuskrti 

Sir : Since I wrote last we have had the opportunity 
of reading Mr. Sumner's speech entire. I know no 
instance in which it was so necessary to have read 
the whole in order to understand any part; and cer¬ 
tainly I can recall no case in which careless and con¬ 
ceited critics have cut a more wretched figure in con¬ 
demning a production before they understood iL They 
supposed themselves on safe ground when they cited 
passages of denunciation, leaving (as such isolated 
passages must) an impression that the speaker had 
outraged the principles and spirit of legislative debate 
by personal impnution and provocation to paasion. 
Mr. Sumner’s own friends here regretted what they 
saw, simply because personal accusation and insult can 
never do any good, and must, in a crisis like that of 
your polity, render a complete rupture ineviuhle. As 
soon as we got the whole speech, however, the aspect 
of the quoted paragraphs was entirely changed. In¬ 
stead of a piece of stimulating invective, we find the 
speech to be a chapter of history, and an expositioo, 
calm and rational, of the workings of a social institution 
which is brought forward for discussion, and ao placod 
on its trial, by Mr. Sumner's opponents. To me it 
appears a production of altogether incalculable impor- 
Unce, apart from its mcriu in detail. Till now, if we 
could have met with such* a phenomenon in England ** 
a person who was not convinced of the wickedness and 
folly of ilavciy, we should not have known wher« ito 
turn for a compact, reliable, serviceable statementwi 
the modern case of slave and free labor. We felt, tito. 
that the Soutliern dtizeos had no chance of kuowingn^ 
truth, because, while a fair account uf slavery woM 
never be issued by slaveholders, the question Is 
completely settled everywhere else to need proving. i I 
hare myself experienced this difficulty in one instaiae. 
And now, Mr. Sumner has done what it seemed very 
improbable could ever be,done. He has stated mad 
established the whole, .casv, a,j,j^jhe whole world will 
Itelievc every line of it, whatever the South may pre¬ 
tend to the contrary. When I say every line of it,” 1 
mean every line of his statement of facta. There are 
certain points of his reasoning on which we may and 
will hare differing opinions. For tnstance, be docs not 
satisfy some of us by his interpretation of the Constitu¬ 
tion in ito relation to Southern slavery. But all the 
main objects of his great effort must surely be obtained. 
The ground is cut away completely from nnder the feet 
of the vindicators of alavory. There ia nothing left to 
be said about the matter; and every comment attempted 
by pro-slavery speakers and writers only renders their 
cause more desperate. 

Then comes the grave consideration that this speech 
determines the fate of the Union. Can there be two 
opinions about this T la it possible that, after such an 
expuaitioD of facto, there can either be, on the one band, 
an extension of Southern institutions over the Union, 
or, on the other, a reform at tiie South which would fit 
it for a new and true partnership with the North T As 
for the continuance of the existing partnership on snsh 
terms ss are now exhibited to the world, I suppose no 
one assumes the possibility of it. Though the alliaooe 
was virtaally at an end before, Mr. Sumner’s demcB- 
|stration acta as an annoancenient of the fact, and 
thereby marks a period in your histoiy. On no occa¬ 
sion in your experience os a nation, then, can a more 
portentous utterance hare been heard than when Mr. 
Sumner was deliveriiig his most true and indisputable 
statement of the nature and operatico of slavery. We 
shall wait with deep interest to see whether that state¬ 
ment occasions any conversions among slaveowners. 
Considering the ignorance in which they are reared, 
we may fiurly hope for such an effect If we hear of 
none, we shall be compelled to regard the case of the 
South as desperate. At such a time, no attention can 
be wasted on the comments of bullies on the speech. 
They cannot overthrow the facta; and among the hos¬ 
tile remarks that we have seen in your newspapers, 
there ia not one that seems to dcaerre the attentiem of 
Mr. Sumner's friends, any more than of himself. 

While this speech appears to be the starting point of 
a new period for yon, we cannot feel that we know, any 
better than before, what to expect in the next place. 
Everything that happens shows more and more plainly 
that slavery most come to an end; and. at the same 
time, that your redemption is not likely to be wrought 
out by any President, or any organizatioD of function¬ 
aries. In the Russian case, as I have before explained, 
the removal of the entire body of existii^ functionaries, 
and of the clique which supports them, is the necessary 
first step towards serf-emancipstion. TiU it is com¬ 
pletely done, the actual process aimed at cannot be 
begun; and nobody believes that this indispensable 
condition will or can be fulfilled by an Emperor snr- 
rounded as the Czar always is. The American case is 
incalculably easier, both on account of your being a 
Confederation, and of the work depending on the will 
and pleasure of the conunonity. instead of on the will 
and pleasure of an autocrat who is in the hands of men 
determined that emancipation shaU never take place in 
tiieir day. If your Southern fellow-citizens could but 
see how blessed they are in the possession of power to 
throw off their curse at their own wiU, they might yet 
redeem their children and their country from destruc¬ 
tion ; whereas the Russian serf-owner is so encom¬ 
passed with difficulties, and so jtbsolntely destitute of 
political rights, that he may be pardoned for the despair 
he expresses, when opening his heart to a friend in 
whispers, in the safest corner of his own house. If the 
land^ gentry of Russia had the power of your slave¬ 
owners. their laboring classes would soon be free, and 
they themselves happier than spy Russians can be now. 

Since I last tonched on this subject, another book, of 
great merit and importance, has reached us, to guide 
our anticipations as to the fate of the serfs and their 
owners. A citizen of Moscow, highly qualified to in¬ 
struct us about his country, has published (at Berlin, 
as he cannot do it at home) a work called “ Etudes sur 
1’Avenir de la Russie.” He takes the fictitious name of 
ID. B. Schido-FerrotL Let us hope that all these recent 


works on Russia will be widely read in the United 
States, that the truth of the case may be thoroughly 
understood there, where it mports so much. 

s®e that your Paris Correspondent writes to you 
about (he odd series of pamphlets which has been for 
some time appearing at Paris. It is weU understood 
that under the French censorship all political works 
which appear, and are unpunished, are in fact autho¬ 
rized by the Government. One of the most recent (and 
most absurd) of these, bullies England for her sympathy 
with the freedom-seeking (Jernians, and her good under¬ 
standing with her allies generally, and threatens her 
with a fate which we cannot say we have much dread 
of at present. We are told that we are blind to our 
real danger ; and that, if we are to be trodden out as a 
"^on, it will be by the combined forces of Russia and 
the United States! Of course, we are recommended to 
court the friendship of the French Emperor, to obtain 
protection from such a fateThis wonderful pro¬ 
gramme appears just when Russia cannot effect a loan 
in the European markets ; when her credit has so col¬ 
lapsed at home and abroad, that the Czar’s Government 
•1°®* not know which way to turn for rescue from 
embarrassment; when she is set aside in all calcula¬ 
tions about European affairs, because it is known that 
she cannot make war: and when the Czar pnts forth 
his plaint (as be can do no more) against the progress 
of liberty in Italy, and the homage rendered to Victor 
Emannel: just when Mr. Sumner is cxposii^ in the 
American Senate the deplorable condition of society in 
one section of the Union, and of the liberties of the citi- 
zem in both. At such a time as this, when France is 
threatening every European State in turn, renderii^ 
pea®* impossible, and hampering the course and the 
e*>ise of liberty in all directions, it is too absurd to 
point to yon and to the Russians as onr real enemies. 
No one knows better than the French Emperor that 
people who have slaves at home in the 19th century 
cannot be.qniet. but also cannot be very dai^rous ene- 
miea. As the late Czar blustered, and as the present 
French Government blnsters. so does your pro-aUvety 
uevuribaeut Master. There has been, and there nmy 
be. more or less territorial aggrandisement in each case 
by means of threat and canning; but. as against Kity- 
laad, sneh methods do not answer: and if a war ol 
aggression were attempted against our free nation 
(which is improbable) it could not sneceed while the 
aggressors had a single aUve at borne. It shonid be 
remembered that even the Turks invariably beat the 
Russians on the Danube, before the English and French 
arrived. No—we fear no war. for we have no quarrel, 

in the first place; and next, if occasion arose, we should. 

with our poUtical content, onr popular freedom and 
love of country, and our voluntary system in military 
matters, be more than a match for any foe leas strongly 
supported. It is a fact worth notice that the govern¬ 
ment newspapers in France have avoided oU notice of 
the Queen's review of the Volunteeni, last month—the 
most remarkable spectacle of onr day and generation 
whUe the Bnperor is quietly instituting a rifle organi¬ 
zation of his own ignoring the radical diflbrence 
between such institutions under a conscription and a 
volunteer miUUry system. While be was showing him- 
self so conscions by the silence of his organs, a Urge 
number of Frenchmen were in the Park, as delighted 
by the spectoclc as everybody else. We have a hearty 
friendahip with such neighbors as they are. and have 
no expectation of ever coming to blows with them; and 
we and they understand well enough that the way to 
keep the peace with such a sovereign as theirs is to 
have no reason to fear him. You wUl have observed 
how bitterly he complains of being misunderstood by 
sB the world ; and yon wiU rejoice that hU repntotion 
for bad futh to thus evidenUy established, and hu arts, 
therefore, deprived of half their danger. 

It cannot be necessary to enter into any cUborate 
explanations in reply to the strange aliegations made in 
the Benate at Washington about the cooduot of EngUnd 
in regard to the aUve trade. Those imputetlona are oa 
absurdly untrue as the declaration (often dUproved and 
always repeated) that our West India colonics have 
been ruined by emancipation. The only avoidable 
drawback on our effectiveness on the African coast and 
in the western seas, arises from the restrictions imposed 
by the Wsahington Government itself. But for the (I 
must say) nonsense talked, in the interest of sUvery, 
about the Right of Visit; but for the reluctance ol 
American commanders and crews on the spot to thwart 
sUvers and reacue alaves, tho traflie might have been 
rendered nearly impossible all this time. What has 
actually been none by British Cruuurs u also on record. 
Tho charge about the Coolie trade to our colonies is 
equally false. I am. oa yon know, opposed to that sort 
of migration of Ubor.' 1 anticipate far more liarm than 
good from conveying Uborers of one race and nation to 
work for capitalUto of another race and nation. But, 1 
must say, if it U done at all, I do not see that it could 
be done with more care and success than in the case of 
the Coolies now at the Mauritius and in some of the 
West India colonies. The law provides for their free¬ 
dom of action in coming and going, and their protection 
afterwards ; and the health, prosperity and alacrity ol 
the men, women and children who pass to and fro seem 
to show that the law is well observed. 1 am not aware 
of any cbaracterUtic of sUvery that is disclosed by 
their case. I am bound to say this—inclined as I am to 
believe that there U, in most cases, a sufficiency of 
indigenous labor on the spot, if it were properly 
respected and invited. I have said nothing of our 
domestic politics, Parliament being so near its rising.

LETTERS FROM PARIS... No. XX. 

July 16, 1880. 

“ When my ears are confused with the noise of the 
conrtiera—the fanatics who think themselves our mas¬ 
ters, sod the hypocrites who think us their dupes -- 
when I am stilling under the weight of an atmosphere 
full of servile and curruptiog miasma. 1 go and breathe 
a fresher air ood take a bath of life in free England." 
So wrote Montalembert in the pamphlet for which be 
was prosecuted, and so i have just done. I found my¬ 
self in England in time to see the grand review of the 
volunteers. A strange sight, indeed—twenty thousand 
men, dressed in all pomible shades of gray and green, 
brought together, not by the initiaUve of the State, not 
by compnlsioD. but by the patriotic fear of an invaoion, 
and by the desire to prepare themaelves for that emer¬ 
gency- I never saw a better behaved crowd vL-n the 
multitude of people who assisted on that day in Hyde 
Park. and. by what one sees in France, I Was not pre¬ 
pared even to i m ag ine the burst of deep and real enthu¬ 
siasm with which Queen Yictoria was received by her 
people and the volunteers—Qneen Victoria, the living 
representative of the great principles of Uberty and 
morality on the throne, equally, worthy uf respect as au 
individual and as the sovereign of a free people. 1 
^ asold enter with ray im ag in a tio n into the tbunghta of 
aU the witnesses of this imposing scene, and could even 
imagine, when 1 turned my eye on the high status of 
the Iron Dnke, what his thoughts would hare been if he 
had been recalled to Ufe. My personal tbougfata, I most 
say, were far from beii^ pleasant. 1 oonld not help 
feeling a sympathy with those people, who were pre¬ 
paring for the defence of their Uberties, bat could not 
help asking myself why this spirit of war was raging 
among a peaceful people, devoted to aU the arts of 
civiiizatioD. I thought of the thoussods of young men 
in other countries, in aU Europe, from tho Ityrcnees to 
the great Asiatic chain of the Onral, carried away from 
their homes and their families, and drilled for the 
bloody game of war; and to whom was this sacrifice 
Of blood, and treasure, and humau activity, to be 
offered ! Who was to be the consumer of this enormous 
amount of vital force, lost forever f who is this modern 
Minotaur ? Oh! if it were only for liberty. I should be 
consolod ; but liberty, in our day, is only a pretext, a 
weapon, in the hands of the most dsi^erona despotism 
that ever threatened the world. The sinister ruler 
who lives in the Tuilieries has shown, in the coontry 
where he reigns, what respect he has for liberty ; and 
the system which he has pnt in force is. to a phUosophic 
observer, a menace not only to the Uberty. but to the 
Fery independence of Europe. How can it be other¬ 
wise’ How is that system superior to those which 
were in force before in France ? Can it be by the elo¬ 
quence of its oratory, where the Parliament is mute 
and servile 7 by the moraUty of the rulers, where there 
ia no pubUcity, and where immoraUty is the best test of 
a needed servility ’ by the prestige of Uterature and 
arts, where the higher thoughts are abandoned and 
inteUectual Ufe is at a standstUl ? by the purity of the 
uiagistrates, where they are expected to do the con¬ 
trary of the maviTT, of the ancient magistrature, •• Nous 
rendons des arrits, et non des seroices t by the 
development of industry and agriculture, where the 
expenditure is so extravagant that nobody knows to 
what, financial crisis we sbaU finaUy come? by the 


magnificence of the capital? But is this a criterion of 
real greatness ? was not Rome, the finest city of the 
World, under the m<Kt despicable of the emperors ? 
-No ; the regime of the 2d December excels the ancient 
monarchy, the constitutional monarchy of the house of 
Orleans, the republic, in nothing except in war ; and 
War most be its destiny. This conviction has now tho¬ 
roughly entered aU minds throughont Europe, and this 
IS the reason why England. France. Prussia. Austria. 
Italy. Russia are aU Uke a camp. But this tear of war 
has as bad effects as war itself: it is as ruinous, it 
creates as much hatred, and it wiU, in the long run, be 
found quite as insupportable by Fraucc and the other 
nations as the ambition and reckless love of haute of 
the first Bonaparte. 

IVhile in Ih^land, I went several times to the House 
of Commons. It is an idea among many people that 
there is much talk in ParUament. whUe very few prac¬ 
tical things are done. This argument is constantly used 
by the Bonapartists here. I advise those among them 
who are sincere in these declarations (perhape none of 
them are ao) to go to the Honse of Commons. Nothing 
can be imagined more practical and bnsiaeas-like—no 
ostentation, no show, except the speaker’s wig; minis¬ 
ters and members with hats on their heads; everv 
speech to the point: no time lost There is ahnost toil 
much of this spirit: too mnch fear of rhetoric and 
eloquence : something too dry. too matter of fact A 
speech like the excellent speech of Charles Snmoer on 
slavery would not be borne, on account of ita length, 
though it ia read with ao much pleasure in a printed I 
form.

I know that we have it from the very beat 
antbority that the sisves don't wish anything of the 
sort, oa they very mnch prefer their present happy 
condition, and are infinitely obliged to ns Abolitionista 
for having •• pnt back the day of Emancipation two hun¬ 
dred years." Bnt then, yon know, black men have no 
rights that white men are bound to respect, ao that 
their wiabea are nothing to the purpose. Whether 
Aboiitinn would be a good thing for the aUve or not. it 
certainly would be for the AboUUonista ; and I should 
look upon it as a personal favor if the SUveholders 
would aet about doing it, out of hand. It u not true 
that we follow up this pnnnit as a mere matter of 
diversion. We do not hunt thU kind of game purely for 
the pleasnre of the chase. We sball be very gUd to call 
in the hounds and give it over forever whenever they 
have IWrly throttled the quarry. To be sure, we have 
onr incidental refreshments snd wsyside consoUtions 
to support our spirits during the long run wc have to 
keep up. When Mr. PhUUps. for imtance. servea np a 
sUvecatehing political candidate, well roosted, with 
longue saneo and s gsrnUh of brsina. followed, perhaps, 
by a fricassee of prosUvery minUters ora grilled Sonth- 
side Doctor in Divinity, done to a turn by Mr. I’iUsbnry 
OP Mr. Foster, it bath a strengthening snd enlivening 
effect, and grace should always be said with gratelhl 
hearts after every such season of refreshing. Bnt we 
had rather that these parasitic sniraaU should either 
perish off the earth with the horrid monster whose 
jackals they are, or, what were better, ohould take to 
more innocent and useful couracs when thU occasion of 
offending is removed out of their way. 

The fact ia, I, for one, am not fsnd of Urge coUections 
of my fellow-men. I was brought up at the fee^sf the 
late Dr. Channing, and, though I could not exactly see 
as he did the dangers of AasocUtod Action, I could fully 
sympathize with hu disUke of it. I never could see the 
harm of Organizations, but 1 bare ever felt them to be 
unpleasant necessities, and it has always been a cross to 
me to take psvt in them. Now, if the Blsrsholdeni 
would only be so very obliging ss to abolish slsvcry, 1 
should at once be discharged of the duties of the Anti- 
.Slavery Warfare, snd never need take part in any large 
muster or review of the troops again. Of course not - 
for the army would be ipao/acto disbanded. The teach¬ 
ing of the Now Testament as to the blessing that would 
attend on two or tliree gathered together, always hit 
my notions ezsetly. You wUl remember that it ia in 
the Old Testament that it is recorded that when the 
Sons of God were gathered together—of couree, in large 
numbers-thcre Satan come also. I think I have known 
this to happen within my own ezperience several times. 
Indeed, it has been appointed to me, more than once, to 
exorcise or lay the evU spirit The old classical maxim 
aa to tlio right number for a dinner-party—not more 
than the Muses nor fewer than the Graces- always 
seemed to me as sensible as it is elegant. I think, there¬ 
fore. that it abouki be counted unto me for righteous¬ 
ness that I attend so faitbfuUy the crowded meetings 
which the Anti-Slavery Agitation is sure to bring 
together. I go to none oUier. I suppose you may 
believe me when I say that I have never assiated (aa 
the French say) at any one of Mr. Everett's serirnty-five 
Mount Vernon Speeches -or rather bis serenty-flve 
rehearsals of one ; but I sm oot sure that it wUl do to 
confess that I have never heard Theodore Parker preach 
(since he left West Ruzbury), nor yet Henry Ward 
Beecber lectarc. Such is the fact, sod let my enemies 
make the beat—or the worst—of it. 

And I think I Uke the open sir meetings. caUed of 
men Pic-Nics, even worse than those held ince'iled bonaea. 
Marry, the air is better, I aUow ; but the season is one 
oot fitted for buinsn congregation. StUl. 1 go to them, 
and give yonr readers accounts of them from year to 
year, os they wiU find by torning to tbeir files of The 
S taMUBO, and that without complaining. But it ia due 
to myself that I make at least sue statement of my actual 
griels and Bafferings. last week 1 went to Abii^ton 
with s goodly assembly to celebrate the First of August. 
I cannot deny that everything was aa propitious as it 
could weU be on sneh an occasion. The day was as 
weU conducted ss it could have been if I bad brought it 
up from inliuicy myself for the purpose. There was 
not even a clond to bang a fear of rain npoo. and the 
temperatore was precisely of that degree, neither cold 
nor worm, which, whatever it may be in doctrine, it 
most orthodox in weather. The crowd was very great 
—or, at least, the stteodaiice, for there hardly could be 
a iteowd where there was sneh a wealth of elbow-room. 
That is,if one stood outaide the amphitheatre of seats— 
for it was as crowded within them as if it had been the 
Melodeon or the Music Hall And I most say that none 
of those there seemed to share in my objections to 
Meetup, whether in the open air ornnder cover. They 
evidently had great enjoyment of the day. the exennioo 
and the oratory. And. indeed. 1 cannot deny that after 
1 was actuaUy there, in fact after I was fairly under 
way to go there, I did have a preny good time myself. 
Bnt then, yon know, virtne is its own reward, and it 
sometimes gets something thrown into the batgain. as 
1 did. I can’t say that I “ was blest in my basket and 
my store "—for I didn't carry any ; bat I was blest in 
the basket and thq store of somebody else, which 
answered the purpose just as weU—or a Uttie better. 

The scene was reaUy a beantifnl one. I bare 
described it ao often that it most be fresh in the recol¬ 
lection of aU your steady-goii^ old subscribers. The 
younger generation must refer to a file, if it wants to 
be booked np on this point There was a great 
improvement over the last year. Then, you may 
remember, the pretty lakelet which embraces the 
Grove ao as to peninsnlarize it had been drained off. in 
consequence of a quarrel between the powers ruling 
over the water and over the wood. These last refusing 
to pay the rent demanded for the water by the owner 
of the dam which creates the lake, he had let it down 
and with it let down the water, leaving in its stead an 
unsightly and nnsavory mass of mud. This year, I sup¬ 
pose. a plan had been arranged, for the lake wite brim¬ 
ming fuU, with water-lUics riding at anchor m ita ys, 
and saU-boats and row-boats gliding about m aU ejec¬ 
tions over its surface.

with greater practice and -■ c; orience. Xho Rev. Mr. 
Conway, of Cincipuati, foUowed in a powerful and weU- 


reasoned address. Messrs. Ford Douglass. Hon N H* 
Whiting, Davis of Plymouth, Remond and others, spoke 
besides, and spoke weU in their various styles. It was 
observable that, though they aU started from the point 
of West India EMiancipation. they all very soon found 
themselves hammering away at American Slavery and 
the State and Church that sustain it. It reminded me of 
what the sign-painter said whose particular speciaUty 
was the painting of Red Lions, when he was directed, by 
a more heavenly-mindcd innkeeper than usual, to paint 
him an Angel—“ if insist upon it. I will paint you 

an Angel; bnt I gj^e fair warning beforehand that it 
wUl look most confoundedly Uke a Bed Uon! " And so 
the Angel of British mercy could not help being trans¬ 
formed, m the mouths of our omtore, into the red and 
roaring Lion of American Slavery. 

One reason of the success of the meeting was that it 
was extremely weU presided over by J. R Swasev. Bsq., 
of Newburyport It was a great reUef to me'to see 
somebody else in the chair, besides that evertasting late 
Corresponjg Editor of yours. I never feel at my ease 
when he is predominating over a meeting—be is so 
arbitrary and tyrannical and so hostile to Free Speech 
in ita largest Utitudt. I know he hsrdlv ever lets me 
have a chance-^I suppose because he kniws that if the 
people once had a taste of my quality, they would not 
be wilUng to listen to those penons whom he forces 

npon thcito I tiave even known him to snub and sUence 

presidential candidates, whose chances are at least as 
good as those of Senator Donglas or Mr. BeU—certainly, 
with the people^ On this occasion, however, he was 
taught to know that be does not bold a commiarion of 
President for Life, and wss redneed to the ranks in an 
exemplary manner. I trust be wiU never be permitted 

did aU hu spiriting gently and skUfnUy.snd brought 
meeting to a prosperona coociaaioa. There were extra 
trains, of coarse, from either end of the OU Coloky 
RsUwsy. and greater numbers yet were breught upon 
the gronnd by horse-power, from th’ -'righboring inland. 
On the whole, it was a vtccesaful Celebratios—ao mnch 
ao that even 1 foigave it for beiity a crowd and a pk-nic 

I tbould DO* have entered so fully into my own cpin- 
iooa •• to Meetings in general or given so much space 
to this in porticnlar. if I had had anything else to say.

This letter 
informed them that Captain W. had been killed before 
Lucknow, while gallantly leading on the squadron, 
not on the 15th of November, as reported in Bir Cohn 
Campbell’s dispatches, but on the fourteenth, in the 
ofiernoon. Captain C. was riding close by his side 
at the time he saw him fall. He wa-s struck bv a j 
fragment of shell in the breast, and never spoke after 
he was hit. He was buried at the Dilkoosha; and 
on a wooden cross erected by his friend. Lieutenant 
B., of the 9th Lancers, at the head of his grave.^re 
out the initials, G. W., and the date of his death, the 
14th of November, 1857.

Another section gives details as to supposed haunted 
houses, including several cases with which the public 
has long been familiar, and a few others, generally; of 
modern date, which are here introduced to English i 
readers for the first time. Of the latter, none involves 
more curious occurrences, or has been brought for¬ 
ward on better evidence, than the case of the Cideville 
Parsonage. This is a village and commune in the 
department of the Seine Inferieure, about eight}' miles 
north-west of Paris. The date is so recent as 1850, 
when the parsonage was in the oceupa,tion of a simple 
priest named M. Tinel.

Under the above title, Mr. R. B. Owen, formerly 
member of Congress, and American Minister to Naples, 
has published, in his own country, a volume on ste 
called supernatural revelations and appearances. A 
belief in such things—apparently coev^ with human¬ 
ity itself—was thoroughly put out of countenance in 
the last century, and has long been left to the meai^t 
ilgar. It is now reviving, not only in America, but 

m this country, with, however, this material difference, 
that the modem professor of the faith claims for it a | 
leeitimate place in the universal frame of things, and 
nresents himself as seeking for the laws under which 
It is regulated. Mr. Owen enters upon his work in 
this spteit. He collects, in the first place, narratives 
involvmg mystic facts which can be well authenticated, 
and then endeavors to come to some general conclu¬ 
sion as to these partial gleamings from the confines of 
another world. He discusses m a calm, reasoning 
wav the opposition to mystic subjects, which appeara 
to rest on a syllogism : the laws of nature being inva¬ 
riable, these facts, which transcend foe laws of nature, 
cannot be true. The proposition of Mr. Owen beisg 
granted, that foe facts are not transgressions of 
nature’s laws, but foe result of some wide though 
unknown law. this objection may be said to fall to foe 

ground. Suchisfoejpltilosophy ofthe book. . 

A large preliminary section isdevoted to foe pheno¬ 
mena of sleep and dreaming.

foe attention of Mr. 'Wilkinson, a tendon solicitor, 
who had in charge Captain W.’s affairs. When, at a 
later period, this gentieman met the widow, she in¬ 
formed him that she had been quite prepared for foe 
melancholy news, but that she felt sure her husband 
could not have been killed on foe 15fo of No'^mber, 
inaamuch as it was during the night between foe 14fo 
and 15fo that he appeared to herself.'*' 

“ The certificate from foe War Office, liowevM, 
which it became Mr. Wilkinson’s duty to_ obtain, 
confirmed foe date given in foe telegram; its tenor 
being as follows:
